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Quotations he produces from two-or three particu- 
lar Authors, on the part-of-the ©hurch of Erg/and ; 
and from-ſfuch as on their own-fide, are reje&ted by 
the governing part of. their Qhurch.. So for in- 
ſtance, he ſaith, They are the-avowed. Principles of 
ſome of the Clerzy, and. late Writers. And when he 
undertakes for the Romiſh Church; ihe tells us; That 
a great, if not the greateſt part, grant to the Pope 
but a Primacy, for the ſake of Catholick Concord, &c. 
For Proof of which, he appeals to the'Councils-of 
Conſtance and Bafil, and the Priviledges-of the Gallz- 
cans Church. And yet the Ads of thoſe Councils 
were reprobated in ſucceeding Councils; and fo far 
as concern this caſe, were utterly difallowed, as 
Bellarmin faith. And of what little Authority the 
Gallick Priviledges have been- accounted at Rowe , 
there needs no more evidence- than theicaſe of .De 
Marca, as it's repreſented by this Author. So that, 
let his Quotations (which he pretends to be very juſt 
in) be admitted ; yet his Argument from thence, 
for an exa# and full Agreement, as to this-matter, 
amounts to this only: Some of the Church of Eug- 
land are for a Primacy for Concord-fake, and fome 
of the Church of Rome are for no more ; therefore 
the Agreement betwixt the Church of Eug/and and 
Rome , is very exact and full 'in thofe points. And 
if this be his way of Demonſtration, it might-to as 
good purpoſe be ſhewed, That there is alſo in ſeveral 
Points, this kind of Agreement between thoſe that 
( he faith) the Gnacrey only lies between, viz.

In which I have proceed- 
ed with care and impartiality from Point to Point ; 
laying down firſt the Doctrine of each Church from 
unqueſtionable Authorities, for my own Juſtifica- 
tion ; and then for the eaſe of the Reader, I have 
ſumm'd it up, and ſet each in Oppo/zion to the other. 
From all which I doubt not, but whatever Friend- 
ſhip may be maintained betwixt the Members of 
both Churches, as we are Fellow-Subje&s, yet it 
will be evident, that there 1s no poſſibility of Agree- 
ment between them in Matters of Religion, or of 
making One Church of what are ſo'maniteſtly Two.

2. It is manifeſt, That rhe ſeveral branches of Authority fore- 
recited, and claimed by that Church, are grounded upon the Ca- 
nons of what they call General Councils. And that all in'the Com» 
munion of that Church are bound to. own and receive theſe Princi- 
ples, is evident, ſince they are decreed by the. ſame Councils, and 
after the ſame manner as the Doftrine of Tranſubſtantiation it ſelf; 
[ and ſo are equally to be received with it, by all the Members of-that 
Church. | 

Thus far I have traced the Diſagreement between-the Church of 

England and. Rome, according to the order obſerved in.the 29 Ar- 

ticles ; and I might proceed to ſhew the Oppoſition between them .
